The reply filed on January 1 8, 2005 is not folly responsive to the prior Office action. Since applicant has received an action on the 
merits for the originally presented inventions, these inventions has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Applicant is requested to provide a set of claims commensurate with the originally elected inventions, to which 
previously stated, Applicant has already received an action on the merits. 

The originally presented invention was directed to a vaccine composition comprising the first antigen P21 and the second antigen, 
Cp 15/60 and the subject matter of claim 30 is directed to bovine . This election was made by Applicant in a response filed August 
21, 2002. In the response filed January 18, 2005, Applicant asserts that the elected species should be directed to a vaccine 
comprising a combination of the antigens Cpl5/60, bovine coronavirus, E. coli K99 and E. coli F41. The originally elected 
invention and the newly presented invention are directed to structurally different compositions. The MPEP at 706.07(h) states: 
" Presentation of claims for different invention" - Applicants cannot file an RCE to obtain continued examination on the basis of 
claims that are independent and distinct from the claims previously claimed and examined as a matter of right (i.e., applicant cannot 
switch inventions). See 37 CFR 1. 145. If an RCE is filed with an amendment canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and 
presenting only claims drawn to a nonelected invention, the RCE should be treated as a proper RCE but the amendment should not be 
entered".
